Into Cambodia 


Biggest Since May

SAIGON (AP) - Six thousand 


South Vietnamese troops ad- 
vanced across a wide front in 
southeastern Cambodia today in 
a major new land, river and air 
operation. 


Military spokesmen said no 


significant contact was reported 
in the first hours of the biggest 
drive in Cambodia since U.S. 
and South Vietnamese forces 
crossed the border last May. 


A spokesman said the opera- 


tion had three objectives: 


1. To choke off the infiltration 


of North Vietnamese troops and 
supplies into South Vietnam's 
western Mekong Delta. 


2. To destroy North Viet- 


namese bases rebuilt along the 
border since the allied drives 
last summer. 


Ease Pressure 


3. To ease the pressure on 


Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
capital. Informed sources said 
some of the South Vietnamese 
forces probably would advance 
as far as Takeo, 40 miles south 
of Phnom Penh. 


The drive was spread along 


about 100 miles of the Cambo- 
dian-Vietnamese border, down 
to the Seven Mountains region 
of the western delta. Informed 
sources said the North Viet- 
namese had increased their in- 
filtration hi this sector.

The spokesmen said the de- 


stroyer's five-inch guns ham-

Teachers Told to Humanize 
Use of Alcohol, Marijuana

MILWAUKEE - "Tiny 


bubbles in the wine make me 
feel happy, make me feel 
fine," sang the university 
professor Thursday to a large 
group of Wisconsin educators. 


The singing and the guitar 


strumming was by Dr. Robert 
Russell, health education pro- 
fessor at Southern Illinois 
University, Carbondale, HI. 
His lecture subject was booze 
— actually booze and mari- 
juana, and their similarities 
and relationship today. 


Russell calls them mood 


movers — not addictive or 
habit-forming substances. He 
said that they are used for a 
variety of reasons, including 
to "feel happy." 


He directed much of his talk 


at telling those who had 
gathered here for the annual 
Wisconsin Education Associa- 
tion convention about best 
teaching methods. Teachers 
and others, he said, have tried 
two methods unsuccessfully to 
curb use and abuse of alcohol 


and drugs: Initially, it was fay 
a message of abstinence and 
then it was peppering of 
young people with facts. 


Russell attempted to present 


neither 
argument. Instead, 


he attempted to humanize 
their use, outlining reasons 
why people use or don't use 
drugs and alcohol. 


H£ told educators that today 


this humanizing should be 
their emphasis in educating 
on drugs and alcohol. Not only 
will it be more effective in 
drawing attention to the lec- 
ture, he said, but it undoubt- 
edly will be received more 
readily by listeners. 


Russell suggested that if 


young people haven't been 
taught values and discipline 
by their parents, no teacher is 
going to form these in the 
classroom. 


He said that adults tend to 


forget their experiences with 
alcohol, which aren't unlike 
those of today's kids with 
marijuana. For marijuana, he 
said, "we define all use as 


abuse," and' if most of the 
productive ^people stand be- 
hind this, it will continue to be 
so. 


Relayed Penalties 


He didn't predict that mari- 


juana would be legal, but 
pointed to a relaxing of penal- 
ties for use and said someday 
it would be treated much like 
underaged youngsters using 
alcohol — little reprimand as 
long as there are no related 
actions, such as a car acci- 
dent. 


Alcohol isn't out, even with 


pot use, he said, because 
many marijuana users also 
use alcohol. He said statistics 
nationally indicate that up to 
90 per cent of the youth try 
alcohol and 20 to 30 per cent 
maintain regular use while 25 
to 35 per cent try marijuana 
and 4 per cent develop regular 
use. 


Drug use today isn't gener- 


ally "a scourge or epidemic," 
be said. 


Russell said one danger of 


use of marijuana is that, since 
it's illegal, there is no ques- 
tion that organized crime is 
behind its production and dis- 
tribution. And this means 
there is no control over its 
content Therefore, it can be 
said that there is more use 
and more healthy use of 
alcohol because it's legal but 
less use and less healthy use 
of marijuana. To legalize 
marijuana would put it in 
alcohol's category, he added. 


However, Russell predicted 


that it would not be legalized 
because it is too complex a 
subject.

No-Drink 
Ban Adopted 
For Pilots

Italy Recognizes 
Communist China 


ROME (AP) -Italy and 


Communist China established 
diplomatic relations today, cli- 
maxing nearly two years of se- 
cret talks between this Roman 
Catholic Mediterranean anchor 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization and Mao Tse-tung's 
regime. 


The two countries said hi a 


joint communique released here 
and in Peking that they had de- 
cided to recognize each other 
and would exchange ambassa- 
dors within three months. 


The document said Peking 


considered Formosa "an ina- 
lienable part" of its territory. 
Italy "took note of" this affir- 
mation by China and recognized 
Peking "as the only legal gov- 
ernment of China." In a unilat- 
eral statement, Italy said it was 
not competent to judge China's 
territorial claim over Formosa. 


Joins Canada 


Italy was the second Western 


country to recognize Red China 
in Jess than a month. China and 
Canada, another NATO country, 
announced Oct. 13 they were es- 
tablishing relations.

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Pollution From the Farm 


It was perhaps inevitable that in a 


state that Is at once deeply engaged in a 
prospering agricultural enterprise and 
concerned 
about 
environmental 


pollution that the relation between the 
farm and the environmental protection 
cause should emerge as a public issue. 


Characteristically, however, the 


problem 
of 
effective 
and 
safe 


management of the huge mountains of 
animal wastes yielded yearly in this 
livestock producing state, together with 
the pollution problem posed by the 
leaching and run-off from the thousands 
of tons of chemical fertilizers used by 
our agricultural entrepreneurs each 
season, has been confronted voluntarily 
and without hesitation by some of the 
principal spokesmen for the agricultural 
community. 


Thus at the initiative of the state 


Department of Agriculture in Madison, 
there was held recently an illuminating 
conference on the broad problem of 
planning on the farm for the diminution 
of water contamination by livestock 
wastes and inorganic fertilizers. There 
officials confronted also the esthetic 
problem presented by the odors 
emanating from the estimated 400 
millions of tons of animal manures 
accumulated on Wisconsin farms yearly 
and mostly distributed on crop lands 
where without adequate safeguards they 
contain a serious potential for damage of 
streams and lakes. 


A considerable research effort has 


already been applied to the problem by 
the state university with the help of farm 
organizations, and by other agencies. 
That the agricultural community and its 
associated interests are aware of their 
problems and their responsibilities to 
apply their best talents to resolving 
them is encouraging. 


The Madison conference discussions 


were candid. The time is coming when 
the modern Wisconsin farm will have 
new kinds of installations for the han- 
dling of animal wastes, according to (he 
consensus, including such devices as 
lagoons, holding tanks, and others. The 
time is nearing when the farmer who 
deposits his animal manures on (he 
frozen fields of the winter season will 
earn the frowns of his neighbors and the 
community. 


The farm spokesmen 
and the 


regulatory officials appeared to agree 
that science has not yet provided suf- 
ficient answers to the problem of the 
farm operator, large or small, to require 
or allow immediate promulgation of 
rules and their literal enforcement. But 
the time for such rules is coming, ac- 
cording to the conference consensus. 
One obvious problem is the additional 
capital and operating cost liability for 
the livestock farmer of any public 
regulations that may come. The federal 
government through the United States 
Department of Agriculture already 
provides cost sharing incentives for 
improved agricultural practices, and 
notably for measures to prevent erosion, 
for the control of watersheds, and soil 
conservation enterprise in general. 


It appears that there are limited 


funds now available for cost-sharing 
projects on the farm with respect to 
pollution and run-off. Several hundreds 
of applications of enterprising and 
progressive farm proprietors \\ere 
approved last year. With the impending 
pressures implied in the new and 
comprehensive 
Wisconsin 
en- 


vironmental protection law, the national 
government could creatively cooperate 
by 
extending 
such 
support 
to 


cooperating agricultural proprietors.

Respect for Military Service 


Military 
authorities 
are 
un- 


derstandably concerned about what is 
obviously a growing lack of respect for 
the military service both in and out of 
the ranks. 


There have been a lot of indications of 


the trend. Enrollments in ROTC 
programs continue to drop every year. 
More and more career men, both of- 
ficers and noncommissioned officers, 
are resigning before they are eligible for 
pensions. The Army has finally con- 
ceded that the use of drugs, especially of 
marijuana, among troops in Vietnam is 
commonplace. Even more seriously, 
there appears to be a growing use of 
such hard drugs as opium and heroin 
and there have already been 25 deaths 
among men serving in Vietnam this year 
from drug abuse and a number more 
that might have been attributed to drug 
use. A detention center at Fort Benning, 
described by some as virtually a con- 
centration camp, has been set up for 
strict regulation of dissidents, many of 
them Vietnam veterans uninterested in 
spit and polish in their last few months of 
-statewide duty. Racial conflicts are 
common and serious, especially out of 
combat zones. 


There are a number of reasons for the 


disillusions and frustrations. Primary 
is the anti-war feeling in the United 
States, emphasized by the young, but not 
at all confined to them. Except for the 
most ardent hawks there is at least a 
feeling of malaise among many older 
Americans who would just as soon ve 
pulled out of Vietnam but don't know 
exactly how. The lack of response to the 
march for victory sponsored by the 
Reverend Carl Mclntyre in Washington 
a few weeks ago was an indication that 
very few Americans want to go all out 
and win a military victory. Despite the 


military's acceptance of the tradition of 
civilian leadership in the making of 
policy, this must be discouraging and 
frustrating. 


Lack of interest in ROTC programs 


can be attributed to the fact that anti- 
war protestors are probably in higher 
percentage on campuses than anywhere 
else—and the young as \vell as the old 
feel the need for approval of their peers. 
There is also a revulsion, both among 
civilians and the military, over the 
reports from My Lai. And those who 
have been to Vietnam know full well that 
the "democracy" in Saigon is a long cry 
from the standards the United States 
tries to observe. 


The great proportion of men sent to 


Vietnam are draftees who are often out 
of sympathy with the whole business, 
even to the extent of wearing peace 
symbols on their uniforms. Underground 
newspapers heavily critical of command 
are common. 


Probably the lack of decision among 


military authorities over how to handle 
the drop in morale has also contributed 
to it. Some officers have cracked down, 
some have denied that there is a racial 
problem, for a while the use of 
marijuana was shrugged off as unim- 
portant. In some areas, particularly in 
the Pacific, the general knowledge of 
black market schemes, the drawing of 
cambat pay for simply flying over 
Vietnam—now discontinued—and what 
often appeared to be the 
official 


looking-the-other-way to such self- 
serving operations has not helped. 


Once we are out of Vietnam the 


military sendee may once again be 
regarded as an honorable profession. 
But to a lot of people, both in and out of 
it, military service has lost not only its 
glamour but its respectability.

Phillips Writes

which at the start of a cam- 
paign is always presumed to 
lean Republican-ward.

Men of lesser personality have 
won handily the office he 
craved so ardently and so 
long.

began when she was just 17 
and ended abruptly when she 
was 21. 


Her job today is a rather 


unusual one for a woman and 
Jane literally had to convince 
the powers that be in the New 
York office of "Holiday on 
Ice" that it was within her 
capabilities. 
And yet who 


would be a better choice than 
a former skater who had been 
part of a sister pair that not 
only received rave notices in 
the U.S. but also captured 
hearts of show goers on other 
continents? 


Way of Life 


Jane and her sister Peggy 


were born in Belleville. On- 
tario, Canada, where they 
learned to skate almost as 
soon as they learned to walk. 
Their dentist father, who had 
been a hockey player, began 
to teach them the fundamen- 
tals of skating but soon rea- 
lized his little girls had un- 
usual ability and needed to be 
trained by a professional. 


So. at the ages of 5 and 6, 


the youngsters began a way of 
life that was to continue until 
they joined Holiday. Five days 
a week they were on the ice 
by 6 a.m. and practiced until 
school began and then, more 
practice after school. 


When they were 11 and 12, 


they began instruction with 
Osborne Colson, the pro at the 
famed G r a n i t e Club in 
Toronto. A former profession- 
al skater, Colson was consi- 
dered one of the best pair 
skaters of all time. 


It wasn't long and the girls 


were in demand as guest 
stars in amateur shows and 
competitions in Canada and 
the U.S. 


During just such a show at 


Sun Valley, Idaho, they were 
spotted by a talent scout and 
offered 
the opportunity to 


skate as a pair for Holiday. 


Although t h e i r 
parents 


thought they were too young.

Peggy and Jane soon con- 
vinced them they would con- 
tinue their schooling through 
correspondence. During their 
professional years, they not 
only finished high school but 
also completed part of the 
work for their bachelor de- 
grees through correspondence 
from the University of Chica- 
go- 


Finish School 


Jane r e c a l l e d that the 


teachers 
at the university 


were great. If after reading 
and re-reading, after search- 
ing 
through 
libraries 
and 


seeking help from a member 
of the company who had a 
master's degree, they still 
were stymied, the girls either 
called or wrote their instruc- 
tor 


"It is amazing what you can 


figure out if you have to," 
Jane said as she admitted 
that it really was a hassle 
most of the time. 


The girls were said to be 


"two of a kind" because their 
movements were so perfectly 
synchronized that they gave 
the illusion of one. 


Their work with Holiday 


involved skating in production 
numbers 
and 
doing "cold 


spots". (A cold spot is more 
challenging- Jane said, be- 
cause there is no one else on 
the ice.) 


Because the girls wanted to 


travel outside the U.S.. they 
left 
the 
national company 


which plays oniy to the large 
cities in this country and 
joined the international group. 
During a triumphant tour in 
South 
Arn erica, disaster 


struck the team. Peggy, who 
had been having some diffi- 
culty with her leg that year, 
fell during a show in Caracas. 
Venezuela, fracturing her leg 
severely. The break, which 
took several months to heal, 
brought 
her 
career as a 


professional skater to an end 


Retires, Too 


Jane, who tried skating with 


other partners soon realized 
she and her sister had had 
something special together — 
that they were both perfec- 
tionists and proded each other 
to overcome errors in routine. 
In the end. Jane decided 1o 
retire as her sister had, and 
she. 1on. returned to Canada. 


But Holiday on Ice was in 


her blood. After a few months 
of modeling, teaching skating 
and working to keep in shape, 
she decided she had to do 
something with the company. 


Thus began a new career that 
she hopes will eventually lead 
to her being a producer. 


Calling 
Holiday's 
current 


25th anniversary 
show A-l, 


Jane said the production cen- 
ters around a holiday theme. 
Beginning with a salute to 
birthdays, they run the gamut 
from New Year's Day through 
Christmas. 


Keeping the six Holiday 


companies on the road (there 
are two in the U.S., two in 
Europe, one in the Far East 
and one in South America and 
the 1,000 skaters from around 
the world) seems an impossi- 
ble task. Not only do people 
have to be transported from 
place to place, but all of the 
equipment must be moved, 
too. 


Buses, trains and cars pret- 


ty well take care of moving 
the personal, but it takes semi- 
trailers to move the equip- 
ment. 


Skates Important Tool 


Costumes 
are 
stored 
in 


crates for two that measure 
seven by five feet and hold 
everything but skates. Be- 
cause skates are the most 
important tool of the trade, 
each performer is responsible 


for his or her own. Principal 
stars, Jane reported, carry 
two pairs because they are 
afraid they might lose a pair, 
or a blade might be broken 
during a performance. 


Having charge of all the 


costumes which are made by 
the company's own house in 
New York or by firms in 
Paris or Rome are a ward- 
robe mistress and master who 
do everything possible to keep 
the elaborate outfits in good 
condition. 


"The cleaning bills are phe- 


nomenal," Jane said as she 
discussed this year's produc- 
tion costumes. 


As the troope sets up in 


each city, crews are hired to 
agument the regulars carried 
by the show. Every area — 
electricians, musicians, ward- 
robe people and backstage 
crew — is supplemented with 
local help. 


The show's season is 10 


months long giving the per- 
formers a month to vacation 
and a month to rehearse for a 
new show.

South played the ace of 


clubs and ruffed a club in 
dummy. The queen of dia- 
monds was played baitingly 
from dummy in hopes that 
East would cover. 


However, East, Miss Patti 


Medford of Beverly 
Hills, 


Calif., did not fall in the trap. 
She reasoned that unless 
South's clubs were already 
established, he would have to 
ruff another club :in dummy. 
If she refused to cover, she 
would be able to overruff the 
dummy. 


Declarer led another dia- 


mond to his jack, hoping to 
drop Patti's king. When the 
king failed to appear, declar- 
er's last hope was to ruff a 
third club in dummy to estab- 
lish the suit, then ruff his way 
back to his hand to extract 
the last trump. Declarer tried 
his best, but unfortunately for 
him, Patti defeated the con- 
tract by overruffing the third 
round of clubs. 


Note that declarer would 


have made his contract easily 
had Patti covered the dia- 
mond queen. He would have 
trumped the third round of 
clubs with dummy's 10 (which 
could noot be over-ruffed), 
drawn tramps, and claimed 
the contract.

sumed "by feelings of anger 
and betrayal. I felt no grief, 
only bitterness. The tears I 
shed were for myself, not for 
him. 


My clergyman's counsel and 


kindness saved me from total 
collapse. He suggested that I 
write to Ann Landers in the 
hope that you would print my 
letter as a warning to other 
foolish men who may be 
playing the same kind of a 
game. None of us knows when 
death will strike us down. The 
wise person is prepared for it. 
People who lead secret lives 
should consider those who 
love them and leave no evi- 
dence behind. If my letter 
helps spare just one woman 
the agony I have suffered, it 
was worth the pain it tooE to 
write it. Thank you, Ann. —
